~The Jalwa-t- Tir of the 23rd June has : an article on Small 
Cause Courts. It'is remarked that the principles on which 
these courts’ are based : are so bad, their procedure so indiffe- 
rent, and their general system 80 open to objection and cen- 
sure, that it is advisable to publish views on their independent 
action for the consideration of Government. _ As the principles 
on which the Courts rest are altogether inj urious tO suitors, 
as will be shown, it is hoped that i in. case Government think these 
views right it will, take such measures as justice and equity 
may suggest. Ata time like the present, when it is in con- 


templation to collect information about the number , &., of 
these Courts, it is proper that special consideration should 
be given to the views here published. We shall begin with 
mentioning in what way the Courts do harm to suitors, and 
shall then proceed to show how their existence is disadvanta- 
geous to Government Heel

Asa rule, the Courts are ‘lanier the centile . that it is 
their prime. duty to settle suits as quickly:and summarily as - 
possible, which is simply in pursuance of the. wishes. of Gor 
vernment, and not in accordance with any voluntary. views on 
the part of the Judges themselves. It will easily be admitted — 
that justice can never be administered in this hasty way. We 
do. not mean that, all unnecessary delay should: not be avgided 
in the settlement of suits. ‘What we mean is simply that hasty 
action should be, shunned, and tha all the points connected 
with, a, case should be fully and, deliberately. | considered before ae 
peeing judgment .on jt. Until. the pleas and obj gctions ad- 
vanced by both partica' have bece: properly: aéljusted they. aye 
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never satisfied; nor itt fact can ‘justice ‘be’ said ‘to-have’ beep 
duly administered. That these pleas ‘should be adjusted before 
deciding a case is not only right and! properin our own opi- 
nion, but is.a fact supported by all: the existing ‘laws, It ig 
to be regretted, however, that the Courts in question act against 
this principle.:; Worse:still, there can’ be no.appeal-against the 
decisions, a rule which cannot but deprive litigants of. receiy- 
ing due justice. Reason cannot possibly admit that all the 
jud gments of the Small Cause Courts, which are more hastily 
and summarily passed than those of other Courts, should in- 
variably be right and perfect and free from error. Such 
being the case, no possible reasons can be given why thé de- 
cisions of the Courts should be deemed final and un appealable. 
It may be urged in defence that, Sora no regular appeals 


it is yet the custom in the Punj ab, and. not unlikely in 
other presidencies likewise, , that, in case of either of the liti- 
gant parties preferring a request for a review. of jud gment 
within one week from the date of decision, and the Judge 
assenting to such request, the case is re-tried in conj junction with 
the Judge of another Small Cause Court, which may be said 
to be only a form of appeal. To this it may be replied that 

this kind of appeal is anything but satisfactory. It is only 
a sort of mutual concession between one officer and another. 
Suppose,.for instance, A., the: Small Oouse'Court Judge of one 
city, is invited to review the judgment passed by B.; the Judge 
of.a similar Court in another city : the latter will imhis turn be 
invited to re-try. cases decided by' the former. ‘In.sach:a state 
of . reciprocation, each ‘is. sure to support: the views of. ment 
and thus impartial justice will not: be:dealt-out. : 


“But supposing’ the decisions ‘passed by Small Cntive Ovurts 
are invariably sound‘and infallible, and suth as need no super- 
vision’ of the Courts of Appeal, ‘there: is Tho* ‘reason’ why the 
same’ remark’ should ° “not ‘equally ‘apply: to other ‘Courts; and 
‘why’ they should be: made stborilinate’ to* ‘Appellate: Courts. 
‘The. Judges of other Courts aire as’ eqtially: learned as those: ‘of 
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Small Cause Courts. and,-sccordingly, the latter Courts’ can- 
not justly claim any such preference above the former as that 
in question.. If, then, the existing system of things is allowed 
to continue, it is right and proper that all-Courts of First In- 
stance be likewise declared independent, and that all. Appellate 
Courts be at; once abolished... Such an arrangement will at 
any rate -be useful in.ensuring an annual saving of lakhs of 
rupees to Government, and precluding the necessity of sad- 
dling. the people with new: taxes every year.. It is true this 
arrangement will be disliked by litigants; but it is sure to be 
welcomed by the public at large, who will by:that means get 
rid of the burden of taxes, and will at-all-events be preferred 
to that now in force, which is equally a source of dissatisfac- 
tion to the litigants and the public generally... It might be 
alleged that Small Cause: Courts differ from: other: Courts, in- 
asmuch as suits of a limited amount only can: be lodged in 
‘them, unlike other. Courts where suits of large amounts, and 
consequently of an .intricate nature, are instituted; and that 
for this reason appeals against the decisions of the former are 
not as necessary as of those against the latter. But this argu- 
ment falls to the ground when it is remembered—and this is a 
fact confirmed by every-day experience—that difficulties which 
present themselves in dealing with suits-of small amounts are 
seldom to be met with in suits.of. large. amounts, the .reason 
being chiefly this, that suits of the former kind are generally 
brought forward by poor persons.
